AUGUSTA, Maine (UP!) - A coin unearthed in 
Maine 20 years ago by an amateur archaeologist was 
made by a Viking 400 yearsbctore Columbus sailed, 
one of t he world's foremost expe rts on Norse co ins, 
said Wednesday.
